The  total  number  of  live  births  was  six  <poik:'  than  that  for 
1957  while  the  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  exceeded  the  1957 
figure  by  twelve.  This,  together  with  the  normal  inward  arid  outward 
movement  of  the  population  will  explain  the  fact  that  the  estimated  mid- 
year population  was  ten  less  than  that  of  1957*  There  were  no 
material  deaths  during  the  year. 

Cause  of  Death. 

Coronary  disease  together  with  other  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  accounted  for  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  in  1958* 

Unfortunately  the  deaths  from  heart  disease  in  England  and 
Wales  are  increasing  steadily  and  are  the  largest  of  all  the  causes 
of  death.  In  the  last  three  years  the  deaths  from  coronary,  disease 
alone  have  risen  from  74*790  to  76,324  to  84,048.  The  death  rate  is 
heaviest  in  men  engaged  in  the  professional  occupations.  While  no 
single  cause  has  been  discovered,  it  is  generally  accepted  that 
insufficient  exercise,  incorrect  diet,  overv/ork,  mental  strain  and 
and  excessive  sm.oking  are  important  aetiological  factors. 

In  recent  years  many  lives  have  been  saved  by  the  use  of  anti- 
coagulant drugs.  Prevention,  however,  is  better  than  cure  and  much 
suffering  and  expense  could  be  avoided  by  a change  if  our  eating 
and  exercise  habits  and  where  possible  the  avoidance  of  strain  and 
overwork,  especially  from  middle  age  onwards. 

Infectious  Disease. 


There  is  little  to  note  in  the  sphere  of  infectious  diseases. 
In  the  whole  year  there  were  only  "JO  cases  of  Measles.  Measles 
generally  occur  in  biennial  waves  and,  as  was  anticipated  the  I958 
figures  were  low.  There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  or 
Sonne'  Dysentery. 

Poliomyelitis. 


An  increasing  number  of  inoculations  against  Poliomyelitis  were 
carried  out  during  I958*  In  this  local  Doctors  greatly  assisted  the 
County  Health  Authorities  by  inoculating  patients  in  their  own 
surgeries.

SE1A.GE  TREATMENT  PLA1T,S. 


A Ministry  enquiry  has  been  held  regarding  the  proposed 
Sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Much  Eadham  and  Little 
Hadham,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  definite  action  will  be 
possible  during  the  year  1959*  Extreme  difficulties  are  experienced  on 
the  existing  disposal  area  and  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  prevent 
discharge  of  crude  sewage  to  the  River  Ash, 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a new  sewage  tx'eatment  plant  at 
Cradle  End,  Little  Hadham,  early  in  the  year  1959 » to  deal  with  the 
flow  of  sewage  from  twelve  properties, 

A proposed  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of  Cottered 
has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  constructional  works  will 
commence  during  1959*  ^ similar  proposal  for  the  village  of  High 
Wych  has  also  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry, 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Braughing 
will  be  commenced  early  in  1959* 

Various  soakaway  improvements  have  been  made  to 
existing  septic  tank  installations  on  Council  Housing  Estates 
the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Council's  mobile  team. 

All  the  plants  serving  isolated  groups  of  Council  properties 
are  being  serviced  regularly  as  a result  of  the  increase  in  the 
labour  force  and  the  analytical  reports  of  the  Lee  Conservancy 
Catchment  Board  have  all  been  favourable.

MILK  SAMPLES. 


During  the  year  IO6  routine  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  methylene  blue  and 
phosphatase  tests.  ALL  samples  passed  the  test. 

Three  milk  containers  were  submitted  on  four  occassions  for 
examination.  The  first  three  sets  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
but  the  last  set  were  found  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

ROEEENT  CONTROL. 


Two  part-time  Rodent  Operatives  were  employed  "by  the 
Council,  \antil  October,  1958*  after  v/hich  time  a full  time 
operative  was  employed. 

The  Council  offer  free  treatment  of  rodent  infestations 
at  Private  households,  but  a charge  is  made  for  treating  Trade 
or  Busincas  premises  Contracts  being  signed  for  Farm  Premises 
and  unexpired  contracts  were  taken  over  from  the  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

Routine  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  Council's 
refuse  tips.  Tests  baits  were  laid  in  the  Council's  sewers  at 
Buntingford,  Cottered,  High  Ylych  and  Much  Hadham,  Systems 
at  Buntingford  and  Much  Hadham  were  found  to  be  infested  and  the 
necessary  treatments  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year  l66  private  and  19  other  properties 
which  were  inspected  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and 
mice,  and  were  treated  by  the  Council's  operatives. 

41  Treatments  were  made  to  Farm  premises.
